vengeance on the men who had robbei
him of his sons. He devoted the remain
der of his life to this purpose. He begat
eyetemalically to search for the five met
whose names wereUridiev, Black, Hewitt
Meyers, and a man called "Black Tom,'
but whose true name was Lurdy, and out
after another was met and killed.
He had no scruples, no conscience. Hii

sole object was to put the vidians wh<
made life no object to him out of the way
He took no interest in the war. It mat
tered not whether the North or SoutL
were victors. He shot Meyers and Lurdj
in Tennessee, and escaped the officers whc
were set upon hia track.
The old man disappeared from hii
